MOK WH ances Sacxvirre,Earl 
é of Dorfet, was the eldeft 
¥% RE fon of Richard, Earl of 
XOX 3 Dorfet,. and born the 

24th of January 1637. 
He was one of the moit accomplified 
gentlemen of that age. The fpright- 
linefs of his wit, and a moft exceed. 
ing good nature, recommended him 
very early to the favour of Charles 
the Second, and thofe of the greatett 
diftinétion in the court; but his 
mind being more turned to books 
and polite converfation than public 
bufinefs, he totally declined the lat- 
ter. He however went as a volun- 
ter under the command of his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Yorlx in the 
firft Dutch war 1665, when the 
Dutch Admiral Opdam was blown 
up, and about thirty capital fhips 
taken and deftroyed; and his com-

pefing a fong before the engagement, 
carried with it, ia the opinionof many 
people, fo fedate a prefence of mind, 
and {uch unufual gallantry, that it has 
been much celebrated. 

To maintain an evennefs of tem- 
pet in the time of danger, is certain- 
Jy the higheft mark of heroifm ; but 
fome of the graver caft have been 
apt to fay, this fedate compolure 
fomewhat differs from that levity of 
difpofit: on, or frolic humour, that 
inclines a man to write afong. But 
let us confider my Lord’s fervour of 
youth, his gaicty of mind, fupported 
by ftrong fpirits, flowing from an 
honeft heart, and I believe we fhall 
rather be difpofed to admire than 
cenfure him on this occafion. Re- 
member too he was only a gg 
teer; the conduét of the battle 
pended not on him; he had ones to 
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fhew his intreptdity and diligence 
in exccuting the orders of his com- 
mander when called on. As he had 
no plans of operation to take up his 
thoughts, why not write a fong ? 
There was neithet ittd ecency or im- 
morality in it. I doubt not but, 
with that chearfulnefs of mind, he 
compofed himielf to reft with as 
right feelings, and as proper an ad- 
drefs to his Maker, as any one of 
a more melanchgly cifpofition 

Moit commanders, in the day of 
battle, anenne at kait a brilliancy of 
countenance that ny encourage their 
foldiers, and they are admired for 


it. To {mile atterror, has before 
this been il} wed the mark of a he 
ro.* ‘The dying crates difcourfed 
bis friends with great compoture : 
he w. a phi r of a grave caf 
Sir Thomas Moor, old exough to be 
my Lord’s father, joked even on the 
fcaffold : a ftrong inftance of his he- 
sroilm, and no contradiciion to the 
rectitude of his mind. Che verfes 
the Emperor Adrian made on his 
death-bed (call them a fong, if you 


wil!) have been admired and ap- 
proved by feveral great men. Mr. 
Pope has not-only given his opinion 
in their favour, but has alfo elegant- 
ly tranflated them, nay, thought 
them worthy an imitation, perhaps 
exceeding the original. If this be- 
haviour of my Lord’s is liable to 


different conftru€tions, let good na- 
ture and good manners incline us to 
beftow the moft favourable thereon. 


After his fatigues at fea, during 
the remainder of the re ion of Ch. U. 
he continued to live in honourable 
leifure: he was of the bed chamber 
to the King, and poffeffed pot only 
his mafter’s tavour, but in a great 
degree his familiarity, never leaving 
the court but when he was fent to 
that of France upon fome fhort com- 


miffion, and embaffies of compli- 
ment, as if oh King defigned to ri- 
vai the French in the article of po- 
litenefs, who had long claimed a fu- 
periority in that accomplifhment, by 


Britift 
fhewing them that one of the moft 
finifhed gentlemen in Europe was his 
fubje&t, and that he underftood his 
worth fo well, as not to fuffer him 
to be long out of his prefence. A- 
mong other commifitons, he was fent 
in the year 1669 to compliment the 
French King, on his arrival at Dun- 
kik, in return for the compliment of 
that monarch by the Duchefs of Or- 
leans, then in England. 

Being poffeffed of the eftate of his 
uncle, in 1674 he was created Earl 
of Suffex, and Baron of Cranfield; 
by et patent, dated the 4th 
of April 1675 5° 27 Car. II. and 
in Augutt 1677 fucceeded his ae f 
as Earl of Dorfet, as alfo in the pott 
of Lord Lieutenant of the county of 
Sufiex, having been joined in the 
commiflion with him in 1670; alfo 
the zoth February 1684, he was 
made Cuftos Rotulorum of that 
county. 

Having buried his firft Lady, E. 
lizabeth, daughter of Harvy Bagot, 
of Whitehall, in the county of War. 
wick, Efq; widow of Cha. Berkley, 
Earl of Falmouth, without any iflue 
by her, he married, in the year 1684, 
the Lady Mary, daughter of James 
Compton Earl of Northampton, fa- 
med for her beauty, and admirable 
endowments of mind, who was one 
of the ladies of the bed-chamber to 
Queen Mary, and left his lordthip 
again a widower, Auguft 6, 169i, 
leaving iffue by him Lionel, now 
Duke of Dorfet, and a daughter, the 
Lady Mary, married in the year 
1702 to Henry Somerfet, Duke of 
Beaufort, and dying in child-bed 
left no iffue. 

The Earl of Dorfet appeared in 
court atthe trial of the feven Bifhorps, 
accompanied with other noblemen, 


which had a good effeét on the jury, 


and brought the judges to a better 
temper than they had ufually thewn. 


He alfoengaged with thofe who were 
in the Prince of Orange's intereft, 
and carried on his part of that en- 
terprife in London under the eye of 


the 
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ihe court, with the fame courage 
and refolution as the Duke of De- 
vonthire did inopen arms at Notting- 
ham. When Prince George of Den- 
mark deferted King James, and join- 
edt the Prince of Orange, the Prin- 
cefs Anne was in violent apprehenfi- 
ons of the King’s difpleafure ; and 
being defirous of withdrawing her- 
felf, Lord Dorfet was thought the 
—_ guide for her neceflary 
ht. She was fecretly brought to 
him by his Lady’s uncle, the Bifhop 
of London, who furnifhed the Prin- 
cefs with every thing neceflary far 
her flight to the Prince of Orange, 
and attended her northward as far as 
Northampton, where he quickly 
brought a body of horfe to ferve for 
her guard, and went from thence to 
Nottingham to confer with the Duke 
of Devonthire. 

After the mifguided monarch had 
withdrawn himfelf, Lord Dorfet con- 
tinued at London, and was one of 
thofc Peers that fat every day in the 
council chamber, and took upon 
them the government of the realm in 
this extremity, tillfome other power 
fhould be introduced. In the de- 
bates ia parliament, immediately

born at Hampton Court the 24th of

Majetty declared Duke of Gloucefler- 
fhire. When the King had been 
earnefily intreated by the States of 
Holland, and the confederate princes 
in Germany, to meet at a genera! 
congrefs to be held at the Hague, in 
order to concert matters for the bet 
ter fupport of the confederacy, a: 
thereupon took thip; iy the 1O6thot 
January 1692, his Lordthip was a- 
mong the peers who, to honour their 
King and country, waited on thei 
Sovereign in that cold feaion ; when 
they were two or three leagues of 
Goree, his Majelty having by bad 
weather been four days at fea, was 
fo impatient to go afhore, that taking 
boat, and a thick fog rifing (oon af- 
ter, they were iv rrounde ‘d to clofely 
with ice as not (oO be able either to 
make the fhere or get. back to the 
fhip. So that lying twenty-two 
hours, enduring the mott bitter cold, 
and almott aarp of life, they 
could Rerdly tt r {peak at the

Being oblig 
ed to ceo to Barh for the recovery of

Lord Dorfet was a great patron 
of men of letters and merit: Dr, 
Sprat, Bifhop of Rochetter, celebrat- 
ppealed 
to him when under a cloud tor the 
part he acted in the reign of King 
y his ¢ intereit 
preferved himfelf.

Dryden ded: ated his tranflation of 
Juvenal, in which he is very lavith 
in his Lordfhip’s praife, and ex- 
prefies his ¢ rite ode for the bounty 
he had experienced from him. 

Mr. Prior (among others, who 
had owed cheir rife and fortune to my 
Lord Dorfet) makes this public ac-

Among his error 
was that of indulging paflion, which

carried him intotrantports, of which 
he was afhamed ; and during the! 
little exceties, fays he, [have known 
his feryants get into his way, that 
they might make a merit of it 
immediately after, for he who had 
the good fortune to be chid, was fure 
of being rewarded for it. 
His Lordthip’s poetical works have 

been publifhed among the minor 
poets, 1740, and confit chiefly of a

ifall or any one of thefe objeCtions 
were true, the theatres had long 
fince been fuppreffed by every ftate 
and policy ; but as the ftage has 
been fupported by every wife go- 
‘ ered the ob bjecti ions teem [to 
vanifh befo re the fuperior authoil ty 
of politrcal infitution. 

The two firl objeétions are too ge- 
neral to be true, and the two Jaft are 
too partial, too particular to be valid, 
We fhali however confider them fuc- 
cinctly; and, firft, that the ftagre en- 
courages pride; a quality chat, if 
true, would indifpofe men for obe- 
dience or civil Sania y Now the 
{tage is fo far from pride in the fub. 
ject, or tyranny and ambition in the 
prince, that the theatre on the con- 
trary has ever been employed to 
deter men from it, by punifhing the 
traitor, or humbling the great ones 
of the earth. This we fee trom {e- 
veral of our own tragedies, as ina 
ty yrant, Richard, a haughty Wolley 
Aad it by pride js meant vanity, or 
affectation, the child of vanity, it is 
the bufinefs of Comedy to ridicule iz 
in the fops orthe fools. But it by 
pride is meant, a well regulated 
pride, fuch as greatne(s of mind, 
called honour, we fhall concede the 
point, and allow that the flage 
above all things ftirs up in the heart 
that fort of pride, commonly called 
honour, by demeaning every thing 

that is mean and low, and by ap- 
plauding what is in itfelf truly 
great and nobie, thus providing fur 
the happinefs of individuals and the 
profperity of the publick. 

We think it ncedlef to quote par- 


ticulars in fupport of this argument, 
fince the itave is, like majetty, the 
fountain of honour. 

To the fecond objeGtion, that the 
ftape encourages revenge, we prefume 
to aniwer that the llage keeps a man 
from revenging little injuries, by 
raifing hismind above them; and in 
the next place, if it fometimes exhi- 
bits characters revenging intolerable 
injurics, or fpunithing enormous 
crimes, yet at the fame time by fuch 
a difplay it deters men from com- 
mitting fuch crimes, and confe- 
quently from giving provocation 
for fuch revenge ; fo that in this 
light we may fet one againft the 
other. Cicero, in his oration for 
Milo, affirms that Milo had ferved 
the commonwealth, by removing 
fuch a nufance as Clodius. Such 
traitors as Cataline and_ others 
fhould for the publick fafety be re- 
moved. Servilius Ahala ferved the 
commonwealth by removing Spu- 
rius Melius. And Scipio Nafica 
faved it from utter ruin by the death 
of ‘Tiberius Gracchus. But as thefe 
may be confidered as fingular inci- 
dents, the thage feldom dictates, if 
at all, the fpirit of low revenge ; and 
when it difplays fuch a quality, at 
generally exhibits it in low minds 
or unworthy charatters, by nomeans 
recommending it as a worthy paf- 
fion ; onthe other hand, many charac- 
ters are difcovered as victims to the 
pathon of revenge, a nd falling i in the 
act of th ining after it, as in Iago 
in the tragedy of Othello, aud 
Zanga in that of the Revenge. 

To the third objection, ~ that the 
ftage expofes the nobility, or gen- 
try, we concede that it does, 
when they deferve it, and this only

Comrenpious HISTORY 


ENRY, King of Germany, 

had been involved in a lon; 
difpute with the count of Flanden, 
and fome Lords of Lorrain, which, 
at length, it was agreed fhould be 
left to the arbitration of the King of 
France. In order to this, thefe two 
great princes had an interview on 
the banks of the Meufe. As all 
meetings of this kind are commonly 
perplexed with difputes about cere- 
monies, the interview was very near 
being poftponed on thataccount ; but 
Henry, who was fo good a prince, 


that he had obtained the furname of 


Saint, preferred bufinefs to forms, 
and pafling the river early one morn- 
ing, furprized King Robert in his 
apartment. After this thofe princes 
faw each other as friends, and, with- 
out any flate or ceremony at all, fet- 
tled the affair on which they met, to 
the fatisfaétion of all parties con- 
cerned, and parted with great re-

gret. They had agreed to go into 
ltaly together, in order to oblige 
pope Boniface VIII. to confent to 
certain terms, which they held it 
neceflary to prefcribe. The death 
of the pope prevented that jousney, 
and the very next year Henry him- 
felf died. He was fucceeded in his 
hereditary dominions, and the king 
dom of Germany, by Conrade, Duke 
of Worms, who ex petted likewife to 
be received as King of Italy, and 
be honoured with the impenal 
diadem. To this, however, many 
of the princes and prelates of Italy 
were by no means inclined: they 
were become weary of German 
mafters, and had a mind to try what 
market they could make in fome 
other court; and, with this view, 
they fent deputies to offer the im- 
perial crown, and the kingdom of 
Italy, to the King of France, for 
himielf or for his fon. But Ro- 
bert 
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bert, very wifely confidering that 
this muit of neceifity involve him in 
a war with Conrade: that the Ita- 
lians were natura!ly very inconfant; 
and that fettled peace, and the moft 
perfect efleem o! all nis neighbours, 
would be very il] exchanged for an 
whcertain dominion and a pompous 
title, he ditmiffed the deputies, and 

declined the offer. His fub 
1023. jeéits in particular, and 

FRurope in general, were 
quickly convinced that he had form- 
ed a true notion of things, and 
judged right; for William Duke of 
Guienne, who was both a wife and 
a powerful prince, having accepted 
this propofal, the greater part of 
thof: who made it deferted him on 
the firft La of Conrade, who, 
partly by addrefs, and partly by force 
of arms, obtained ali that he fought, 
and fecured to himfelf the k ngdom 
of ltaly, in confequence of which 
pope Jobn XIX. placed the imperial 
crown upon his head. Robere was 
indeed inclined to have taken the ad- 
vantage of thofe difputes to recover 


the homage of the princes who heid 
it; but finding this could not be 
done without a war, and perceiving 
that by his late fuccefs Conrade ke- 
came very powerful, he very pru- 
dently declined it. 

The year following proved cnior- 
tunate tothe King, in the !ofs of his 
eld. fon Hugh, afiociated with him 
in the fovereiguty, who died in the 
flower of his age, and when he _ 
become both obedient and aff ting 
to his father. The king app a 
very much chogrined, but the queen 
fhewed but very little conc-rn. Ro- 
bert, as foon as he had recovered the 
free ufe of his thoughts, inclined to 
affociate Henry, who was now be- 
come his eldeft fon, which his mo- 
ther oppofed with equal heat and 
obflinacy ; fo that it excited two 

ations at court ; many, to gain the 
Queen’s favour, and from a perfua- 
fion that the King would yield at

lat, declaring in behalf of the 
younger fon Robert. Bur the major 
part of the nobility adhered to 
Henry, and the King, contrary to 
expectation, remaining firm, the 
Queen changed her battery, and per- 
fuaded him to adopt neither, in 
hopes, if the furvived him, to place 
her own favourite upon the throne. 
The King penetrated her fcheme; and 
therefore, without paying any defe- 
rence to her counfels, aflociated, 
with the advice of his parliament, 
his eldett furviving fon Henry. 
Queen Conttan » provi 1ked in the 
hichett rire endeavoured to in- 
flame her fon Robert, and to em- 
b-rrafs him with his brother. In 
which, not finding him fo ready as 
fhe expected, the affection fhe had 
hitherto fhewn him turned into ha- 
tred, fhe perfecuted them both to 
fuch a degree, that they retired 
from court, and took up arms, not 
fo much with an ambitious view to 
difturb the ftate, as that 
1026. they might obtain fome 
piaces in which they might 
live quiet. At length, however, the 
flame vofe fo high, that the king was 
Obliged (o raife an army and march 
againtt his fons into Burgundy. An 
abbot interpofed, with which the 
King was not atall difpleafed ; and, 
having reprefented to him that the 
young princes did not mean to refift 
his authority, but merely to obtain 
a fubfiitence, he admitted them to his 
prefence, and compromifed things 
to their fatisfaGtion, employing his 
forces to reduce fome lords of Bur- 
gundy, who had taken the oppor- 
nu ity of thefe troubles to rarfe for- 
trefes on their cftates, which the 
Kine could notendure. He left the 
elections of Bifhops, in gencral, 
free; but finding it abfolutely necef- 
fary, for the falety of his govern- 
ment, to have a prelate he could de- 
a. n at Langres, he named a 
Bilhcp, whom the monks thoug ¢ fit 
to poifoa ; upon which he appointed 
another, and fent his ion eo 
ce 
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him. The King was fo diftrefledy 
that, with his friends and f rvants, 
he made but the twelfth perion 
when he retired to Frefcamp to 


See him inftalled : and it was while 
the young prince was thus employed, 
wi, the King breathed his latt at 
Melun, on the 2oth of July, when he 
had reigned thirty-three, and lived 
about threefcore years. here 13 
not a mon uth in the French hiitory 
more wenerally or more rs ghly com- 
mended, or on whofe ith the la 
mentations of all ranks of people 
were louder or more fincere. The 
monks fpoke the fenfe of the whole 
nation, when they deplored him in 
thefe words ; ** We have loft a fa 
ther who eoverned us in peace ; we 
lived under him in fecurity, for he 
did not opprefs or fuffer opprefiion ;

He maintained 
his own authority amongft the nobi- 
lity, by fuffering them to exercile 
theirs. 

Henry, at the time of his acceflion 
to the throne, was about twenty- 
feven years of age, and with all the vi- 
gourofa young man, had the fagacity 
and prudence of one more advar ced 
in years, which fecured him from 
having the crown fhaken from his 
head, almoft as foon as it was placed 
there. His mother, who mortally 
hated him, and who refolved always 
to govern, had. drawn a great many 
Lords and Bifhops to her party, 
whom fhe would have perfuaded to 
fet her fon Robert upon the throne.

His noble earl is defcen led 
from William Brudenell, who 


flourifhed in the reigns of king 
Henry Il! and kine Edwad I. 
the feat of the fami.y bei ag then at 
Doddineton, in Oxfordthire, part 
of his eitate lying at Ad lesb ary and 
Bloxham, in that county ; and ano- 
ther part of it in intbemptdetnive. 

Sir Thomas Brudenell, another 
of the anceftors of this nob!ec earl, 
confideration of his loyalty and emi- 
nent fervices to king Charles I. was, 
by king Charles Il. in the 13th year 
of his reign, created earl o Car- 
digan, three days before his ma- 
jelty’s coronation. Fle was buried 
at Deene with his anceftors, leaving 
iffue by Mary his wife, who died 
Oto>er 13, 1664, daughter of Sir 
‘Thomas Trefham af Rufhton St.

HE moral tendency of this co- 
medy is, to inculcate that the 
want of difcretion, and a due re- 
ftraint upon a man’s own thoughts 
concerning his affairs and projedts in 
life, will, for the moft part, be at- 
tended with difappointment, and in 
general with ridiculous embarraff- 
ments.—T'o throw this doétrine in- 
to an ation refembking human life, 
and to enforce it more by example 
than precept, the following dramatic 
ftory has been formed by the poet. 
CARELESS, 
Who has ever been impotent of 
{peech, and is fentible that his pro- 
penfity to talk of his own fecrets has 
frequently thwarted his beft concert- 
cd fchemes, fets out in the opening 
ot the play with an acknowledgment 
of his former errors, and boafts to 
his friend Blunt, who gives him 
friendly advice, that he is now be- 
come a new man, and has attained 
a proper referve in relation to his 
own bufinefs. His chara&er, how- 
ever, is unfolded by degrees, and it 
is plain that whatever fecrets he has, 
are fill labouring for a vent. In 
confequence of this rooted habit of 
communicating every thing, his pri- 
vate defigns all come out, one after 
January, 1764, 


the other. Blunt imagined that 
€arelefs was to be married to Lu- 
cinda; but to flew that he can 
keep a fecret, the latter tells his 
friend ahat he had no fuch defign 
for fome time; that he is to be 
married to another; but fecrecy is 
fo roquifite, that he will not reveal 
any thing more. His fancy then 
dwells with pleafure upon the idea 
of this new projc&t; and in pro- 
portion as he is delighted with it, we

fecret to his rival. Blunt Jeaves 
him out of humour, and Carelefs 
proceeds to repofe an entire confi- 
dence in Wilely. He fhews him 
Hortenfia’s prefent of her picture in 
a fnuff-box, which he has damaged, 
and as Wifely is going to London, 
entrufts it to bim to get it mended. 
The jealous rival undertakes the 
bufinefs, feemingly with chearful- 
nefs, but with en intention to con. 
vert the matter to his own purpofes. 
A fervant then delivers a meflage 
from Sir Philip Figurein, defiring to 
mect Carelefs on the terras. This 
gives occafion to prepare the cha- 
racier of sir Philip, who is near 70, 
and yet his ruling patlion is dan- 
cing, like him in Pope’s fatires

They agree tu meet Sir Philip, and 
the feeme changes to the terras. 
Lucinda and Bellheld enter; Lucinda 
fully cifplays her chara&ter, which ts 


that of a lively coquette, valuing 
herfelf much for her beauty and 
fortune. After a fcene of genteel 
and fprightly dialogue, fle avows her 
averfion to Carelefs, and complains 
of his having talked meanly of her 
even to fo low a ftcilow as La Jeu- 
nefie, who drefled her hair, after he 
had been with CarelefS. To fhew 
his regard for her, Bellfield deter- 
mines to challenge Carelefs, and 
leaves Lucinda, who immediately 
follows, to avoid Carelefs, whom fhe 
fees coming towards her. Carelefs 
and Wilely enter, and are foon join- 
ed by Sir Philip, whofe chara@ter is 
coloured by many whimfical ftrokes 
of humour. He quits the fcene 
after having invited Carelefs to a 
miafked ball at his houfe in the even- 
ing. Carelefs then trufts Wilely 


with another fecret, which is, that he 
is well with Sir Philip’s lady, who is 
a relation of Wifcly’s, and is to ob- 
tain the laft favour from her during 
the mafquerade. This clofes the 

firft a&. 
A& II. introduces Wifely and his 
fervant Brazen, who is not known 
at Windfor. After fome expreffions 
of jealoufy, the former plans the ufe 
to be made of the fnuff-box, and 
alfo of a letter of difmiffion, which 
he had received from Hortenfia, 
Seeing her, walking arm in arm with 
Lucinda, he retires with his fervant, 
and the ladies take poffeffion of the 
fcene. Lucinda ftill continues the 
fille of a gay and good-humoured 
coquette ; rallies the widow on the 
{core of inclinations to marry a fecond 
time; and Hortenfia profeffes her 
regard for the memory of her de- 
cealed hutband; diffembles her know- 
ledge of Carelefs, and pretends to 
think that no woman of delicacy 
would marry him, confidering how 
far he has carried matters with Lu- 
cinda, In the midft of thefe pro- 
teftations, Brazen accofts her in 
Carelefs’s livery, returns the fnuff- 
box with her picture, to the infinite 
mirth of Lucinda, who teazes the 
widow with fuch vivacity on the oc- 
cafion, that fhe withdraws much dif- 
concerted. Lucinda being left alone, 
debates with herfelf, in a new and 
humorous manner, whether fhe 
fhall marry Carelefs to be revenged 
of the widow, or comply with her 
fecret regard for Bellfield, and fo re- 
fent Carele{s’s ill treatment of her. 
Before fhe comes to any refolution, 
he is joined by Bellfield, upon whofe 
eagerne({s of temper fhe plays off her 
fpirit of raillery, and leaves him in 
uncertainty. Bellfield goes off, re- 
folved to call Carelefs to an account. 
Then Lucinda re-enters, having 
feen 
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feen Carelefs walking on the terras, 
and fays the will be determined in 
her choice by his behaviour. In a 
dialogue between them, the hints at 
what pafled with Hortenfia: Care- 
lefs being ignorant of the matter, 
wonders what fhe means; and as 
the affair is on the point of being 
difcovered, they are joined by Hor- 
tenfia, Blunt, and Sir Philip, Hor- 
tenfia views Carelefs with filent in- 
dignation, which he imputes to her 
love of fecrecy; aud here enfues a 
feene of equivocal mifconftruction 
between all the parties, and con- 
cludes the fecond act. 

Bellfield and Wifely open the 3d 
a&: the former pretends to be un- 
feeling to all the little difafters in 
life, particularly in love-matters ; 
and then aflumes a falfe vivacity in 
a (tate of real uneafinefs, when he is 
told that Lucinda has fettled every 
thing with Carelefs. The fcene is 
changed to Carelefs’s lodgings, 
where the hero of the piece boaits 
again to his friend Blunt, of his clofe 
and dexterous management in all 
his late tranfattions; but upon 
opening two or three letters it ap- 
pears, that he has brought himfelf 
into more fcrapes by his unguarded 
difpofition. Bellfield then enters to 
vindicate the honour of Lucinda, 
defires Carelefs to name his weapon, 
and fix his time and place: how- 
ever, upon declaring his pofitive in- 
tention to marry ‘Hortenfia, Bell- 
field’s ill-humour foon turns to joy, 
and he goes away perfeétly fatisfied. 
Carelefs thinks his affairs in a fine 
train, when Brazen delivers him, un- 
der a new cover, the letter of difmif- 
fion, which Hortenfia had fent to 
Wifely. This introduces freth con- 


tufion, Blunt defpairs of his friend’s 
ever fucceeding, and Carelefs follows 
> tI : ° sae ° 

Belfield to hinder his telling Lucinda 
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of his having refigned all pretenfions 
toher. Wiiely and Belifield meet ; 
the former is mortified to hear that 
Carelefs thinks again of Hortenfia ; 
but to check Bel)field’s gaiety on the 
occafion, Carelefs enters, and revives 
the drooping fpirits of Wifely, by 
avowing his defign to fettle matters 
with Lucinda. Wifely encourages 
him in that intention; Bellfield dif- 
fuades him, and is upon the point 
of coming to an Open rupture, when 
the entry of Sir Philip prevents the 
mifchief. Sir Philip, Wifely, and 
Bellfield, go away together to pre- 
pare for the matk, and alfo to talk 
of bufinefs of importance, Carelefs 
remains, and meets Hortenfia; all 
circumftances between them are now 
explained, particularly how the 
fnuff box came to be returned to 
her, and the letter fent to him. She 
upbraids him feverely for his indif- 
cretion, and refolves to beftow her- 
felf upon Wilely. Carelefs follows 
her to the matk, determined to be 
cautious for the future. Previous 
to his coming, Sir Philip learns from 
Wifely the defigns of Carelefs to dif- 
honour him with his wife, and is 
placed behind a window-curtain that 
he may over-hear all. 

Then Carelefs enters in a mafque- 
rade-drefs, and meets Lucinda mafk- 
ed, whom he takes to be Sir Philip’s 
lady, as fhe has contrived to weae 
the very drefs that was fettled be- 
tween the parties. He makes love 
to her without referve; talks Gight- 
ly of Lucinda and Hortenfia, and 
being defired to draw up the cur- 
tain, he difcovers Sir Philip, who ex- 
prefles his indignation, ftill attend- 
ing to his dancing. He pulls the 
mafk in a paflion from Lucinda’s 
face, and is pleafed to find it was 
not his wife, that was confenting to 
his difgrace. Wifely, Bellfeld, and 
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Hortenfia, then enter; Carelefs lofes 
both miitrefles, who pive themfelves 
away before his face, as a punifh- 
ment for his want of fincerity and 
fecurity in love. He continues blab- 
bing with his future fchemes to the 
baft, amidft the laughter of the com- 


pany, and, after being reconciled to 
Sir Philip, concludes the piece with 
declaring, that he has the fatisfac- 
tion to feel himfelf above all nar- 
row felfifh defigns, and that he 
is upon the whole, No One's Enemy 
except bis Own.

N a village of Arabia, not far 
from that city, to which devout 
pilgri ms repair in crouds, to offer 
uD their prayers upon the tomb of 
se ho! v prophet, who to the inha- 
bitants of the ealt deci: ied the will 
of God with the words of authority, 
dwelt Abdalzar, called in his village 
rich, becaufe he in wéalth fur- 
paffed all the inhabitants of that 
litle diftrict —a had been 
by his father, who was a phyfician, 
and had by practifing the healing 
art acquired the riches, and which 
he left to his fon, been inffru&ed in 
aftronomy, aftrology, phyfic, and 
other branches of learning; of which 
had a knowledge fufficient to 
amufe his leifure hours, and to fur- 
nith Kies! with an agreeable occupa- 
tion in thofe moments which, with 
moft of the rich, are fhortened by 
the diffipation of diffolute pleafures, 
or sdaderdd long and tedious by the 
corrodings of care and anxiety. 
Abdalzar had paffions as turbu- 
lent as other men ; but being remote 
from the objeéts which excite de- 
fire or ftimulate ambition, he ap- 
peared to others, and he thought 
himfelf difpaffionate, and by philo- 
hy raifed above inquietudes, 
which ruffle the minds of men, and 
emotions which hurry them away. 
Meditation and ftudy entirely en- 
grofled him ; and though he made 
no difcoveries in fcience, his mind 
was fufficiently delighted with the 
contemplation of * thofe already made. 
In this manner the life of Abdal- 
zar rolled on for feveral years ; each 
cay was an image of the foregoing, 
fludy and recreation were his on! ly 
bufinefs, he was free from advoca- 
tions that fufpend, and interrupti- 
ons that confuse the attention.

To what purpofe, faid he, have [ 
flored my memory with the various 
precepts of morality, and examined 
all their fubtle difquifitions con- 
cerning virtue, if I live fecluded 
from fociety, where only they can 
be made a praétical ufe of ? What 
end does my knowledge in fimples 
or my kill in phyfick, anfwer, ifnone 
reap any benefit from jt? Every art 
and fcience has fome wfhreste to 
fociety, and when cultivated by the 
cloiftered hermit is ule’ s. I will 
ftreight repair to Grand Cairo, where 
the multitude of inhabitants, and 
variety of occupations, will afford 
means of every da ry diverfifying the 
fcene of life, and fupply op por rtu- 
nities of applying to the purpofes 
of life, the know ledge which I have 
acquired in retirement. 

Abdalzar had no fooner formed 
this refolution, than he fet out for 
Grand Cairo, and in a fhort time ar- 
rived in that metropolis. Atentering 
it he was ftruck with admiration at 
the crouds with which the ftreets 
fwarmed, and the conitant hurry of 
bufinefs occafioned by the great di- 
verfity of trades and callings, which 
the real wants of human nature, or 
the imaginary neceflities, fuggefted 
by the capricioufnefs of imaginari- 
on, had multiplied almoft to infi- 
nity.

ng fettled at Cairo, 
made it his firft endeavour to be- 
come tam? t with the men emi- 
nent for their talents or learning, 
thinking that he could not better 
improve his acquired knowledge, 
than by grafting upon it the ideas 
communicated by tahech: He was 
not at all at a lofs to make ac- 
quaintance among the learned ; thof 
who have cultivated the {cienc

take pleafure in making a parade of 
their knowledge; and to be diultin- 
guifhedas more knowing than others, 
is often the chief motive that excites 
to ftudy. Omlac,a renowned alchy- 
mift, was the firft who engaged his 
attention; by tranfmutation he could 
perform furprifing feats, and he 
every day expefed to pofiels him- 
felf of Solomon’s feal, and the phi- 
lofopher’s ftone. With this man Ab. 
dalzar the Arabian frequently con- 
verfed, he could not but admire the 
fluency with which he talked upon 
the moft abfrufe fubjeéts, and the 
ebfcurity with which he exprefled 
himfelf contributed to increafe Ab 
dalzar’s admiration of his know- 
ledge. He declared that he was then 
in the 2s5oth year of his age, that he 
had protracted his life to that period 
by the fecrets of hisart, and that 
he doubted not but that, by com- 
pleating the great work, he fhould 
be able to make man immortal. 
Abdalzar thought fo extraordinary 
a perfonage could not be too much 
cultivated ; he lifened with atten- 
tion to his difcourfe, ard often fup- 
plied him with confiderable fums of 
morey, which the alchymift told 
him he had occafion for, in order to 
enable him to go on with the great 
work. ‘Thefe he promiled to repay 
by treafures inexhaullible as the 
fources of the Nile. 

Whiltt Abdalzar indulged thefe 
golden dreams, Omlac on a fudden 
ceparted from Cairo, and the for- 
mer was highly moi tified to difcov er 
that he had been impofed upon by a 
cheat, who lived by availing him- 
felf of the folly of credulity. Ab- 
dalzar however was not fo unjuit, 


as to form a judgment of all men of 


learning from the ill conduét of 
one: he endeavoured to procure a 
connexion with other men eminent 
for their fkill in the fciences, and 
foon became acquainted with the 
aflrologer Efferdi. Fffendi was an 
aftronomer whole imagination could 
tread the circu.t of the fkies, he 





Britifth 
could point out where every ftar rofe 
and defcended. and calculate exaly 
the moment when the luminaries of 
heaven were to be obferved. But he 
did not ftop there ; he penetrated the 
regions of futurity, and, by the aid 
ot judicial aftrology, foretold events, 
even when they lay hid in the womb 
oftime. Crouds repaired to him 
every day, to confult him with re- 
gard to the refult of a law-fuit, the 
cure of a dileafe, or the fuccefs of 2 
fcheme in bufinefs ; and his anfwers 
to often proved prophetic, that his 
reputation was {pread all over E- 
gypt. Abdaizar was more delight- 
ed with the converfation of the aftro- 
loger, than he had been with that 
of the chymift, He with pleafure 
contemplated objects fo dittant as 
the heavenly bodies, and was curi- 
ous to know their motions and fitu- 
ations for that very reafon, becaufe 
they were at fo great a djftance. 
The fame curiofity that makes men 
be curious of knowing whatever 
relates to Princes, and men in ele- 
vated flations, firlt gave birth to 
aflronomy. If the flars were not 
raifed fo high above our f{phere, we 
fhould be quite indifferent about 
them. During Abdalzar’s connex- 
io with the aftrologer Effendi, the 
latter once boatfted of the certainty 
of his fcience. in terms that the 
former thought rather too arrogant : 
he exprefied feme doubt, that as 
Effendi generally mace an approach 
to truth in his predié€tions, fo he 
might fometimes deviate from it, and 
that flrong conje&ture, not abfclute 
certainty, was the bafis of aftrological 
anticipationsof futurity. Incenfed 
at this, Effendi made a prediétion 
which was to be the criterion of the 
certitude of his art; he foretold that 
the Sultan of Egypt fhould die in 
the {pace of fittcen months. Ab- 
calzar affured Effendi, that fucha 
prediction being verifi.d would ba- 
nifh all his doubts concerning the 
certitude of aflrclagy, and waited 
w:th impatience for the approach of 
that 
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that day, that was to decide fo im- 
portant a queftion. The da ty came, 
but the prediction was not fulfilled, 
the Sultan did not die at the time 
the aftrologer had fixed, but, which 
fomewhat furprifed and affe&ted Ab- 
dalzar. Effendi himfelf was Mnatched 
away by death, on the very day 
W hich ace é rding to him was to prove 
atal to the Sultan. 
Abdalzar, convinced by this of 
- vanity of aftrolog zy, was upon 
> point of renouncing all the ici- 
ences, as precarious and unceria:n, 
when he recolleéted that he had ne- 
ver attached himfelf to morality, 
the fcience in which men are mott 
intereted. Doubtlefs, faid he to 
himfelf, I have hitherto made a bad 
hoice, I have been unfaccefsful in 
the purfuit of knowledge, becaufe 
I have hitherto turned my attention 
to fciences founded on the vanity 
or avarice of men, and have negiec- 
ted that which points out the path 
to true happinefs, by delivering the 
precepts of wifdom. AbJalzar there- 
fore, in order to retrieve lot time, 
frequented the leétures of a philofo- 
pher, who taught morality by me- 
thod, and explained the nature and 
limits of every duty. ‘To him the 
Arabian liftened with attention, 
perfuafion dwelt upon his tongue, 
and every pertod was founded upon 
conviction ; but the auditor foon 
found that the preacher did not re- 
gulate his condu& by his own pre- 
cepts, but reafoned according to one 
fyitem, and lived accerding to ano- 
ther. Bayaz, for that wasthe name 
of the philofopher, though he in- 
culcated a ftrit adherence to religi- 
ous ordinances, was frequently 
known to drink of the liquor, the 
ufe ot which is prohibited by the 
prophet, till the heavenly light of 
reaion was dimmed by the fumes of 
ebriety ; and though he declaimed 
againft all invafions of property, at 
laft fled into Perfia with the wife of 
his neighbour, whom he had enticed 
to elope oon her hufband. This 
event, tho’ it did not make Abdal- 
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3? 
zar fo much a f{ceptick as te doubt 
of the truths inculcated by preach- 
ers, made him doubt very much of 
the efficacy of Pp reaching. The 
longer he lived in the world, the 
more his doabt was confirmed; he 
found that thofe who talked moit 
about virtue obferved its precepts

The war again& the 
French has been tor f me time paf carriedon 
very brifkiy, the King having given orders 
to the Captains of all his cruizers to take 
as many French as they can, tho’ there is 
fill a report that a treaty of peace is on the 
carpet. Notwithfland ng this, great prepa- 
rations are making ; ebout fix weeks ago, a 
large thip, Mounting 50 gens, was launched 
here, which, under the command of an Al- 
gerine, is to fail on a Cruige this winter, The 
King proceftd from Algier a Neapolitan 
flave, whoi an ergineer, and has employed 
him in fortifying the entrance of an harbour 
in the neighbourhood of Safi, capable of con- 
tainng above thirty men of war; above 1 coo 
flaves and reregadoes have been thefe three 
months at wok there, The Chriflian poweis, 
with whom the King is at peace, furnith him 
with naval ftores, and particularly Den- 
mark, who is to fupply him with enough to 
fit out ten fail, You need not be under any 
a >prehenfion of his breaking with the Eng- 
lith, for we have a friend at court, There 
is in this place a Portuguefe renegad>, a bold, 
active, fpirited, intelligent, and enterprifing 
man ; he is greatly ateached to the Eng! hh, 
having for many years failed in their fervice ; 
but what puts it more in his power to coun- 
tenance and preteét the Englith, is his ha- 
ving married one of the Moorifh King’s 
daughters, 

They write from Copenhagen, that the 
contagious diftemper, which broke out lately 
among the hories, feems now to be entirely 
ftopt; but that of the horred cattle ftill 
rages without intermiffion, We hear, that 
it had penetrated into Norway by means of a 
tranfport of cattle from hence, and had reach- 
ed fome places near Chriftiana ; but thas the 
governor of the diftriG, by taking proper pre- 
cautions, pre.emied it from fpreading; fo 
that, 2fier having carried off abowt fory 
head, the diftemper ceafed. 

Leiters from Berlin of the 31ft ult. men- 
tion, that one Nicholas Manducka, a Greek 
merchant, wae arrived there from Holland, 
with four veffels that came up the Elbe by 
Hamburg, laden with fundry forts of mer- 
chand fe. Upon his arriva!, he had the ho- 
nour to be prefented by the Turkith minifter 
to his Pruffian Majefty, and has been feveral 
times vificed by the Turkith ambaffader, 
and by fome of the firft nobility, to wh m 
be gave, on the 21f, a fine concert of mur @ 
after the Turkith fahhion, This merchaut 
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defeends from the famous Manduck, an an- 
cient Roman, who laid the firft flone of the 
ti'y of Mofkopolis in Albany, about 748 
years ago. 

Paris, Dee. 19. The judgment pronoun- 
ced againtt feveral of our officers employed in 
Canada, and who mifichaved there, is mae 
peblic; m- ft of them are condemned to ba- 
nifhment for a certain time, fon e more, fome 
Jefs ; except the Sieur Bigot, inteodant of 
that province, whofe banifhment is made per- 
petual. They are moreover condemned to 
make reftitution of feveral furms, in prepor- 
tion to the frauds they have been found guil- 
ty of. The Sr. Bagot is to reflore 4,500,000 
livres ; the Sieor Varin, direétor of the ma- 
rine at Montreal, $co,coo M. Bread, comp- 
troller of the marine, 400,coo, M, Cadet, 
purveyor general of the army, 6,000,coe ; 
Penniffant, Maurin, and Corpfon, commif- 
faries under Cadet, 600,000 each; Efta'e 
and Martel, keepers of magazines, the former 
40,coo, and the | ter 10 coo; the com- 
mandant, Laudrere, «ooo: D chainaux, 
fecretary to the intendant Big st, 30,000. fa 
all, 12,965,0c0 livres, 

Advices from France further inform us, 
that the Cardiral de Bernis, lately minifler 
of ftste, is recalled from his banifhment, and 
will be empicyed. Madame Pomyedour 
paifed him to the miniftry, and afterwards 
got him to be difmiffed and banifhed from 
court, on pretence of his behaving ill to- 
wards her, He was very much beloved 
while in power, Mad. Pompadour preffed 
hm to grant her a favour inconfiftent with 
the good of the ftate, which he refufed, 
faying, ‘‘ Madam, IF am infiaitely attached 
to you, but ftill more te my country.”’ 

Paris, Jan. 2, When the farmers-general 
waited on the ncw comptroiler-general of the 
finances, they were told that the King would 
make no alteration in their prefent contract, 
which expires in about fifteen months hence ; 


but that at the expiration of that term new 
regyi'ations fhould be made, 

Paris, Jan. 13. The new Comptro'ler-ge- 
neral has given a freth proof of his d.finre- 
reftednefs, by paying into the royal treafury 
a confile: able fom, which the farmers -gene- 
ral, u.on taking polieffion of their empley- 
ments, ufed to prefent to the cumptroller- 
genera! In examining into the general 
fate of the commiffioners and clerks employ - 
ed under the farmers general, he found that 
they revained ver) large fums for their own 
we cui of the public revenues; and he has 
actually required them to refund eighteen 
mitions, of which they have defrauded the 
public within thefe fix years, 

Paris, Jan. 26. The commillaries of the 
faculty, appointed to give their opinion on the 
aimifiicn or non-admifiion of inoculatian, 
having met on the 13th, divided equally, fiz 
agai ft fix. Each party drew up a memorial, 
in which the faculty are to decide. 

Av'gnon, Dec. 13, The fears we were in 
aweek ago, are now c me to pafs The 
Rhone, which wafhes our walls on the weft, 
and the Durance, which bounds our territory 
on the fouth, were, on the 11th, almoft dry; 
when a heavy rain, preceded by a violent 
fouth. weft wind, gave us notice of the ri- 
fing. Accesdingly next day the Rhone arofe 
fo rapidly, that it farmounted the higheft 
dykes, and the large auay on its banks en- 
tered the town, and laid two-thirds of it 
under water, fo that the inhabitants were ob- 
liged to make ufe of boats. The Durance, a 
river ftill more rap'd, broke its dykes, o- 
veiflowed the ceurtry, and mixing with the 
Rhone, as it were, formed one large fea. By 
the diligence of cur magiftrates, happily the 
inhabitants,w ho were confined totheir houfes, 
wanted for nothing. The inundation ie now 
almoft over, and the waters returned into 
their former beds, 
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Char'es Town, Nov. 23. 

E have he pleafure to inform the 

public, that as happy an iffue has 
attended the congrets at Augufta as could be 
expected or even hoped for; everv thing was 
conduéted with harmony, caution, and de- 
¢rum, and vet an uncommon difpatch was 
ufed by all parties to whom this bufifiefs was 
intrufted. The Chickefaws, we hear, re- 
main Ready in their affu:ances of friendhip, 
which this province in particular has had re- 
pe ted vroots of, Phe Chactaws declared,

The Creeks, who were 
fuppofed to be the worft difpefed, were, [in 
fa&t, the leaft friendly ; yet affurances were 
not wanting on thrir parts, to perfuade the 
governors and fuperintendant thar their fu- 
ture behasiour would be amicable ; and in 
return for the amnefty, which, in the King’s 
name, was prom fed them, they made-a vo 

luntary 
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juotary offer of augmenting the Georgia 
boundaries. The Cherokees iecmed very pa- 
cifick, as well in their talks to che governors, 
as towards the Creeks, who treated them, 
however, with a good deal of indi ffe.ence. 
The Ca abaws are ta'isfied with their former 
bouncar es, part of which has been run, and 
have promi‘ed, that it fhall be forthwith 
completcd, ‘The proportion of the pretents, 
we hear, was determined by the governors and 
fupetintendant, and the delwery only icft 
fulely te him, 

The general aflembly of Pennf ivania 
bave pafled an aét to prohibit the feiling to 
any Indians whatfoever, any fort of ammu- 
pition. arms, or warlike flores, without h- 
cence from the commander in chief in Ame- 
rica, or the governor of Penofjlvania. Every 
pesfon offending, aud legally convitted there- 
of, forfeits sool, Penafylvanva currency 
(one half to the informer, and the other to 
the governo’) and is furthe: more to be whip 
ped wich thirty nine lathes well laid on, and 
be commuted to the common goal, there to 
remain for twelve months withvat bail or 
mainprize. 

Ex'raét of a Letter from Penfacola, Ofober 5, 
17¢ 7: 

The S aniards, and Ind’ans who lived 
with them, are all gone from hence to the 
Havana or Vera Crug, and lett Col. Proveft, 
with his battalion of about 300 men, in pof- 
fefion of this fort and a few houfes, Great 
part of the lands without the fort are pur- 
chafed by Mr. Nobile, who is employed by 
fome great men; be is very bufy in clearing 
the grounds, a:d has done more already 
that way than was done in 100 years before 
by the Spaniards, who never durft, fur the 
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Indians, venture out of the reach of their 
guns, and depended, for provifions, iatirely 
on the French at Mobille, This fret wa 
fio kade, fiiuated on a fandy beach, the har- 
bwur is very good, we had never Je's than four 
fathom ¢ ming in, and the bay is fine and 
large, abounding with oyfe s and al! fe t of 
fih. Some weeks ago about 150 Indians 
came hove armed, demanding prefents ; they 
had al! their kegs filled with rum, and tid 
they would foon return for mue Chey al- 
ways kept the S_ aniaids in terror, and whea 
they were faring, the Indians wied to t-ke a 
few fcalps, to put themin mind of their doty, 
on which the bounty ufed to be increafed, 
We ate in caily exye&tat on of the g5th regi- 
ment to relieve the battalion now here ; the 
men w il go tw New York, bet Col. Provett 
be] eves he will be obliped to winter in Caro- 
lina.
